Vessel Was Crowded With 


Passengers When it 


Teok Fire. 


Many Burned Alive aad Others 


Drowned While Trying to 


Make Their Escape 


to Shore. 


Cairo, Ills., April 
21.—The side- 


wheel steamer City of Ptttsburs, en 
route from Cincinnati to Memphis, 
was burned to the water's edge at 
Ogden's Landing, near Olmstead, Ills., 
11 miles from Mound City, Ills., and 24 
isiles from this city. Reports state 
that 65 lives were lost and that many 
were badly burned and otherwise in- 
jured. Two boats and every available 
craft from this city went to the scene 
for relief. 


Most of the passengers were still in 


bed when Second Clerk Oliver Phil- 
lips grave the alarm. The engineers 
at once stirteU a'.l the pumping en- 
gines while the crew brought ail the 
hose into play. Amid the streams of 
water on all sides, the fiames from the 
lower deck and dense tlouds of smoke, 
the passengers rushed from their state 
rooms and a frightful panic ensued. 
The appeals of the officers and crew 
could not appease the terror-striulceri 
crowds that 
interfered with those 


throwing water on the names as well 
as those working witli the lifeboats. 
Pew could adjust life preservers or do 
anything else for themselves. The 
smoke , was stilling. Great 
clouds 


floated through the blazing steamer, 


oStitrg the passengers and adding to 


the terror. Children cried 
pitifully. 


Lifeboats wore manned and every ef- 
fort was made to save the passengers 
from thx; floating furnace of flames. 


Prom the river banks the sparks 


from the burning craft and the dense 
clouds of smoke, tinged with tongues 
of flame from the vicious bed of fire, 
made a most impressive, yet weird 
spectacle. Boats were sent from the 
shore to help in the work of rescue, 
but the flames were only too surely 
consummating their work of destruc- 
tion to save ail from the 
inferno. 


Boats, laden to their limit with pas- 
sengers in the scant attire they were 
able to gather, were landed at the 
river banks. As fast as one boat could 
ae emptied it returned to the ill-fated 
steamer, the heroic rescuers not wait- 
ing to catch a breath of rest. 


The burning steamer was Quickly 


headed to the bank.butpasscr.g-ers had 
to jump off the stern, and trying to 
swim ashore through the swift cur- 
rent many were drowned. Many also 
perished in the flames. Only one yawl 
was saved without oars and the wom- 
en were taken off. 
About 20 or 30 


were taken off in the yawl The rest 
were picked up out of the water. Pas- 
sengers, with only night clothes and 
without food, suffered terribly.

baek -while the one y*Wl -was loaded 
with women and childrea-. Tie scene 
was awful. About 20 or 30 were taken 
cS in the boat and then- those in tne 
water were rescued. Tie water was 
very cold and tne passengers were in 
their night clothing. "Those who- were 
not burned up in the boat were drows- 
ed in the cold water, all except those 
who were able to swim. I was one of 
those."

In view of the high prices for beef 


now prevailing IB most parts of the 
country, the following article :on toe 
scarcity "of: beef cattle is of interest: 


Au abnormal condition exists in the 


cattle Industry of tfce "west, says tbs. 
Kansas Ctty correspondent of the Hew 
i'ork Evening Posr, It is entering on 
tbe new grass season nvith remarkabiy 
high prices for fat cattle, and yet there 
have been very !ow prices, compara- 
tively, for "stockers." This condition 
has obtained over Kansas, Missouri, 
parts of Nebraska, Iowa and Oklaho- 
ma. It affects the market at Kansas 
City and at other points for reception 
of western range stock. Fat cattle sold 
in Chicago tbe other day for the high- 
est figare since 1SS2. It was laid at the 
door of the packers' combination, and 
to a degree that was true reasoning. 
But back of the packers' combination 
and making that sort of movement pos- 
sible to a large degree has been tlie 
aousaal history of the cattle production 
of the plains in the last half decade. 


The immediate cause of the shortage 


of fat cattle from the range region is 
the drought of last season extending 
over Kansas, Missouri, Oklahoma and 
parts of Iowa, Nebraska and Colorado. 
The cora crop of the section affected 
was cut dotvn four-fifths, and the rough 
feed question became a serious one for 
most of the farmers. Tb'c farmers soid 
ali their cattle that could be spared, 
thinning the herds down to what could 
be cared for during the winter without 
fattening, and did not buy any stock 
for feeding. There was abundance of 
money for stock rattening purposes. 
Cattle paper was sought by the eastern 
banks and investors, and the western 
banks had the largest deposits in their 
history. But the farmers could not feed 
60 cent cora and make returns and 
could not get rough feed. So train- 
loads of cattle wont out of the farming 
section to the far northwest for the 
winter or ivere slaughtered when oot 
of condition. 


Kansas City and Tppeka marked a 


shortage as early as March 1. Chicago 
was sensible of the smaller receipts of 
fat stock from the plains during: the 
weeks followinj?, and as the days have 
gone on the shortage has become more 
noticeable. It is not so much that the 
number of cattle on the plains is less- 
ened as that the cumber fattened last 
year was below the usual proportion. 
The iow poist in the •western cuttie 
business came five years ago. The 
low prices bad discouraged breeders, 
and the ranches were stocked less 
heavily then for two decades. When 
good cows were selling at auction for 
?20 and two-year-olds were worth less 
than tite feed that had been given 
them, what could the farmer see for 
the future? But tbe revival of busi- 
ness in the east made a better market, 
and tbe farmers of the prairie states 
awoke to tbe fact that they conld make 
money out of stock. They also learned 
that it was good business for them to 
mingle agrienltare with stock raising:. 
The report for 1900 of the government 
showed that the southwest cattle re- 
gion had the following number of 
range cattle, exclusive of milk cows:

oreassd rather than diminished. The 
removal of the government land from 
free range bas been one of the burdens 
of tbe ranchmen. It iras compelled 
ttism to pnrcbsse land !f they would 
remain Ic tbe basiness and consequent- 
ly tins made smaller ranches- The tak- 
ing: of the Comancbe, Apache and 'Kl- 
owg, reservations from the rangs lust 
summer was another feature in the 
shortage, for fnlly 200,000 cattle were 
sacrificed as a result of this action. 
Owing to tiie western movement of 
settlers a large amount of Tesas and 
Kansas land has bisen taken ont of the 
list, and even In Nebraska there is 
complaint of a discrimination against 
tUe cattlemen and in favor of the set- 
tler, which does not appear to the av- 
erage individual as very wrong. All 
of iuca^ thJTijs- hnVo uiiuiuis&eu ibi? 
cattle supply for tbe spring market 
and has made possible the results of 
tbe combination of Interests among tbe 
packers. There Is iikeiy to be little 
change antil tbe cattle tiiat are put on 
grass ctiD be fattened for market A 
corn crop mnst be harvested in this 
section of tbe west before there can 
be a resumption of tbe feeding. With 
the Jarge amount of money seeking in- 
vestment in the west farmers will have 
no trouble in floating cattle paper, and 
the coining of a corn crop will proba- 
bly see more feeding than ever before 
jii the history of the prairie states.

An interesting series of photographs 


of uioscjuitocs has been made during 
the last winter by Mr. William l-yman 
.Underwood of the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology ia Boston. 


Mr. Underwood's pictures include 


both the "anopheles" and "culex" va- 
rieties. The anopheles mosquito, as sci- 
entists have recently discovered, Is the 
•one frtiieh carries the germ of'malaria. 
The culex is harmless, but is quite as 
anaojringaiHl even, ecoiujoiier, ami both 
are comprehended indiscriminately in 
the -warfare which sanitarians arc pre- 
paring to wage during this spring and 
summer upou the breeding places o£ 
this sometimes dangerous pest 
.• Mr. Underwood has for some time 
been interested in photographing wild 
animals from life, and there is a hu- 
morous touch in the fact that his pres- 
ent subjects have occupied a cage orig- 
inally bui!t to contain a wildcat. The 
livm hfirsi XVPI'O <yyc?r»d with £U\!Ze, SITK? 
a- small aquarium was placed in one 
corner containing water plants and a 
little marsh slime so as to afford the 
female tnosijtiito an opportunity to lay 
her eggs imtler natural conditions. The 
insects could probably have lived for 
some time on the water and tiie aquatic 
plants which were thus supplied them, 
but to make sure that they should be 
thoroughly well fed slices of yanana 
were given them every few days, a tiel- 
Icncy which they apparently appreciat- 
ed highly. By this means both varie- 
ties—the malaria! and the nouroalarinl 
—Tv-pre raised from the egg to the fully 
Krovni winged insect. 


.Mr. Underwood's photographs bring; 


out the difference between the larvre, 
or "wrigglers." of the two specie? very 
clearly. The anopheles iarv.-u ususiiy 
stny on the surface of the water, where 
they are hatched out from floating 
musses of oggs aiul eat and breathe, 
their t.n-0 print'ipal functions, in a hori- 
zontal position, seldom going to the 
botton) unless alarmed. The culex lar- 
va', on the other hand, ordinarily live 
at the bottom, corning to the surface 
.«aly occnsionally to breathe, where 
they nans head down at an angle of 
about 45 degree* while they take in Jiir 
through the long breathing tube which 
tlioy push t;p through the surface film 
of the 
poo). 


Almost every one 1ms heard of the 


use of keroKouc oil spread on the sur- 
face of stagnant water as a means of 
destroying mosquito life. Of particu- 
lar 'iiL^rf^ii tli^r^f^r''*; -\T^ £i>rt:im plio- 
to.sruphs which Mr. Underwood has 
Uskon showing exactly how kerosene 
aftrcts the larx-oe when they come to 
the surface and thrust their breathing 
tubes h)!o oil instead of air. The con- 
tortions by which the wrigglers at- 
tempt to get rid of the oil are some- 
times (juita astonishing, but nc'VCT suc- 
cessful. Other photographs are hardly 
less interesting. For instance, the new- 
ly flfxlgct) mosquito has been photo- 
graphed by flashlight just as It is 
drawing its body from the shell, or 
pupn. The larva is shown changing 
into the pupal state, and adult mosqui- 
toes are compared in many characteris- 
tic attitudes and frvrn many points of 
view. H is believed that the collection 
is the first attempt of the kind on any- 
where near so large a scale to record 
this unitiBti phase of insect life.

Jii connection with the color test Pro- 


fessor AYoodworth of the California 
station lias devised the following sim- 
ple test, which can be m:ide by say 
one and which will show immediately 
if the sample is worthy of any further 
consideration: Place upon :i clean jjlass 
plate a small quantity of preen—what 
one caa easily pick up on the point of 
a penknife. Tilt the plate at a slight 
aiJKlo and gently tap the edge just 
enough to cause iiie green to Cow 
down, leaving a streak across the plate. 
If the green is of good quality, the 
streak will be a bright, light emerald 
green; if adulterated n whitish or a 
sickly dull green. Any samples which 
exhibit the latter are cither adulter- 
ated or of low grade and as such are 
not worthy of further consideration. 


Another very simple way to show tlie 


presence of adulterants is the ammo- 
nia test. Pure paris green is wholly 
Soluble In ammonia, while some of its 
common adulterants are not. Therefore 
if after dissolving a small quantity in 
ammonia any residue remains undJs- 
solved the sample has been adufler- 
ated and should be discarded, Unfortu- 
nately this test does not show the 
presence o£ any free or uncombined 
arsenious osJde, which, although it has 
not been considered strictly an adul- 
terant on the ground of its poisoning 
qualities. Is nevertheless objectionable 
on account of its injurious action on 
the foliage.
